Bunkers and blockades are being built along the coast from 
W611 in to Stolp (Slupsk) and the construction work is said to be under 
the direction of the Polish Amy officers. The town of Blalygrad has 
been made a restricted area. There are said to be about b,0G0 Russians 
and Germans in Bialygrad who are working for the Russians in the erection 
of an arms factory whose production is planned to cover the require- 
ments of the Russian occupied Zone in Germany. Mines and boaao for the 
marines are reported to be produced here. 

2. Koslin (Koa Kalin): In sSslin there ere about 8,000 troops, about 3,000 
oFwSora are Poles. The Polish troops are under the command of a Polish 
Lieutenant Colonel Walkowiek, who has been loaned for this service by 
the Polish Array Command;tfeey do patrol duty and carry on raids along 
the coast. The man in charge of the whole group is a General Opaw&l 
who speaks excellent Polish. It ia said that General OpawaX was Polish 
and went to Russia when he w found guilty of fraudulent conduct in 
th® Polish Arxty, end later returned to Poland with the Russian®. 

Dvrtow: Here there are about 3,00*3 marines and MTO personnel. 

SdSs are commanded by a Pole, Captain Misliwaki, who served in the 
Polish Marines as boatswain on the gunboat Pileudski and was diamissed 
from the Marines for his propaganda activities and for instigating 
mutiny, ^h® marines have been assigned patrol duty on the coast line 
between Dyrtow and ffossalln. They are equipped with autos and motor- 
cycles and are under the leadership of a Polish WTO mm named Rypin. 

4. Stolp (Slupsk): In Stolp there are newly orected plants for manufacturing 
tanks and airplanes which are reported to have machinery which has baen 
removed from Germany recently. Furthermore, there are said to be about 
1,800 German technician® and specialized workers there who live in 
barracks surrounded by barbed wire and guards.

5* Leba : There is a' prison camp at Leba for Polish officers who did not 
cooperate with the Government, They live under very poor conditions 
and work 12 hours a day along the coast on blockades and other work. 

At this camp there are 800 Soviet troops and militia, most of whom 
were Russian agents during the war.’

6. Lauenburg (Lebork): The Coastal Command for the region Nollin-Lauenburg 
is located in Lauenb^arg and is commanded by Vice Admiral 3niljanorr.

are Nurawial and Abramo, who are in charge of patrol duty along the 
coast » At the headquarters there are, 3,000 marines and infantry, ail 
Russians, General 3ydo\vicz is in charge of tne latter, and Lieutenant 
Colonel Grymkow is second in command.

8. Konigsborg (Kaliningrad ) : There are about 3,000 marines, engineering 

troops, infanti^^motOTized troops, tank and air personnel hero. ^General 
Marshal Bur ze wits is in command with General Adanowicz as second in 
co: mando Commandant Burke is in charge of the marines; Colonel Cielakow, 
of the infantry; and a Major Sv.ledowski, of the air troops. There are 
about 30 Russian Star training planes hore. 

9* JLblarr (Elbing) : In 0 lb lag there are about 1,000 men belonging to the 
Command of General I arshal Tursewiez. Gan. Adamomcz is in charge of 
the post and the men are marines, motorized troops and tank divisions. 

It is said that agents are to be sent from here to Sweden, Denmark and 
Norway. All journalists are said to have been given orders to leave 
the Russian-occupied Rone within 24 hours and, for the time being, all 
newspapermen are 'to be rufused admittance.
